This paper responds to the Office Action dated August 31, 2001. A petition for a one 
month extension of time to respond is attached, along with a check therefore.

IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend claim 1 to read as follows. (A marked copy of the claim is shown in Appendix A) 



1. An insertion system for an intraocular lens comprising: 
an intraocular lens having a deformable optical portion; 

a lens package for storing the lens in a state in which no stress acts on the optical portion 
of the lens; 

an insertion device having an insertion tube though which the deformed lens is inserted 
into an eye, the insertion device having a major axis, the insertion device having a means for 
removably holding the lens package, the means for removably holding being associated with 
and in communication with the insertion tube, the means for removably holding defining a 
support which lies parallel to the major axis and an open portion opposite the support, the 
open portion shaped to receive the lens package; and ^ ' 

a pusher mechanism for pushing and inserting the lens into the eye. \^ 

Please amend claim 2 to read as follows. (A marked copy of the claim is shown in Appendix A) 

2. An insertion system for an intraocular lens according to claim 1, further comprising a 
deforming means, wherein the deforming means is formed integrally with the insertion tube. 
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
